EDITOR GAS fef TE :— Thd recent mon- 


itary turmoil has not only given Wall 
street a vigorous shaking up, and brought 
a number of p< ople face to face with the 
evil star of din steiy but it hat also stirred 
to the very dWh» the fountains of finan- 
cial wisdom, und brought tho reading 
public into close rdation with all sorts of 
opinions coacorning the situation. If 
there is any man who does not know all 
about tbecausrs of the calamity, all about 
the cure, and all about the methods of 
prevention, it it because be has not dili- 
gently read the newspapers. The journal 
that has not gUjn the community its 
thought upon the subject would be a 
curiosity. 
Every editor, and every writer 


of high and low degree, has bad a splen- 
did opportunity to give wings to bis fancy, 
to indulge in freaks of wisdom, to air his 
financial philosophy, or todischcrge upon 
an jimiable public a volley of Vagaries 
and absurdities, showing that this many 
sided question is not without its ridicu- 
lous Side. How much wiser we all are in 
consequence of all we have read, it would 
be difficult to determine. 
If one should 


believe all that he reads on the subject, 
and accept all as good financial sense, he 
would be a much muddled, if not a much 
wiser man. That which seems to be the 
very essence <if rationality to the writer, 
may be regarded by the reader as the 
most fantastic conceit. One writer will 
solemnly announce the cause of the trou- 
ble in a single sentence of a dozen words, 
and imagine that he has enlightened the 
world ; yet the causes are clearly mani- 
fold, and seek a focus from a score of 
diverging patl.s. 


It is a little embarrassing even to read 


a single paper with the view of ascertain- 
ing the potent causes of the mischief, so 
varied are the editorial remarks, and so 
groat is the stress that is laid upon first 
one and then another source of the dis- 
turbance. 
Take for example the New 


York Tribune. 
It is usually considered 


wise in discussing current events, and is 
not apt to be vague in its convictions, 
narrow in its views, or limited in its 
vision. -In its first article on the Wall 
street trouble it treated the disaster as 
though it wen- solely the result of "ex- 
cessive speculation." The next day it 
bad three editorials ou tho subject. 
In 


one of these it asked, "What are the 
causes1" and proceeded to answer its 
question by citing five sources of evil. 


"First, and nearest of all, there is the 


agitation for reduction of tariff," 


"Next, and particularly potent in the 


manufacturing regions, there has been 
the fear of Democratic success in the 
Presidential election." 


'•Third, we have the Silver bill," which 


"has expanded circulation," "caused wild 
and wanton speculation in products and 
in stocks," "stimulated the building of 
too many rai roads," and "made real 
money scarce by driving it abroad, and 
putting an immense flood of false and 
fictitious money into circulation." 


Fourth, raih oad management in many 


cases has been unwise and selfish, and 
H/'«tj-i,ftiv<> of the interests of stockhold- 
ers. 


"Finally, tin re bis been some dishon- 


esty and some recklessness " 


In another article the Tribune treats it 


as -'only a flurry, after all, and says it is 
"ihe termination of an era of unsafe spec- 
ulation." 


Later on it again discusses the con- 


tinued coinage of silver, and shows how 
this is the veritable parent of all the late 
financial woes. 


All this must be a 


the average reader. 


little confusing 
Other papers, 


course, have their own way of looking at 
the disturbance , and their own notions 
concerning the cause. To a greater or 
less extent they echo and re-echo the cur- 
rent stereotyped theories, sometimes us- 
ing a single ward to take the place of 
careful reasoning, and imagining that such 
u word ia a sufficient oubctUuttou for 
many paragraphs of logic 
Is it any 


wonder tliat people are bewildered, and 
calmly pursue their several callings as if 
they regarded it as of little consequence 
to them after all, satisfied if they can 
continue to earn their daily bread in peace, 
and ready to welcome, fur the sake of the 
community at 1 irge, the end of that gen- 
eral depression in business circles which 
is possibly the root of this calminating 
trouble ?
